Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 

LONDON, February 25,5 a. m.—Information 
received last night reveals the terrible extent 
of the earthquake in Italy and Southern 
France. It now appears that about two 
thousand persons were killed and that the loss 
of property is very great, Enough is already 
known to give the assurance that the earth- 
quake is one ofthe most destructiye on rec- 
ord. A telegram sent from Nice gives the fol- 
lowing graphic picture: There are more per- 
sons injured than anybody thought. I have 
just got some details from the Commissary of 
Police. M. Boetti is in the hospital with 
acompound fracture of the _ instep. A 
woman named Fogliardi died of fright a few 
moments afterthe first shock. Ons Michel, 
an inspector at the railroad station, has had 
his hip-bone broken. Owing to the unsteadi- 
ness of the-ground, he fell, and then a cast- 
iron beam came on him with crushing force. 
A corner-stone of the belfry of St. Augustin 
fell on a Signor Bianchi, and as he was down 
at the time, it came uponhis leg below the 
knee and almost amputated it. One Del Fa- 
masso has had anarm broken. Thenumber of 
children injured is very considerable. Inthe 
Italian quarter, where the houses are high, 
the streets narrow and the population in the 
habit of getting up early, the accidents 

HAVE BEEN MOST NUMEROUS. 
The orpbans of the Asyiumin the Avenue de 
la Gare have been taken away, the place being 
in ruins. They were saying their morning 
prayer when the first shock was felt, and they 
rushed about crying ‘‘Grace, Marie, grace!’’ 
Some children in the infirmary were severely 
injured. The matron was taken outof a heap 
of fallen masonry dead. A number of persons 
have gone to stay in the cemetery. Car- 
riages and cabs are used to bivouac in, 
and the strand along’ the Boulevard 
des Anglais is thick with tents. 
Strangers make for the country, pending the 
resumption of railroad traffic. All the hotels 
areempty. Popular superstition is stimulated 
in the Italian quarters. A mad woman went 
about crying for Gambetta to be exhumed. 
She said that in a time of crisis such as the 
present, when France was menaced by Ger- 
many, he could not rest in his grave, and 
hence the earthquake. 
A BOOTHSAYER’S PREDICTION. 

An Italian almanac, published by a sooth- 
sayer, has the following prediction, which, 
perhaps, will be the making of his fortune: 
‘*From February 15 to 23 the god Mars will 
cause the earth to tremble. Be careful what 
you do.’’ 

Owingto the ruined state of the Mentone 
post-office postal communication is tempo- 
rarily suspended between Mentone and the 
rest of France. Alithe authorities at Nice at- 
tended yesterday the funeral of Mme. Chey- 
lan, the mistress of the infant school, who 
was killed by the falling of a beam 
Every open spot 
is a camping ground. An English Countess 
bas hired a furniture van, in which she resides 
with her maid. Thereisagroup of consump- 
tive ladies bivouacking in an improvised field 
hospital, near the Rue Cotta. The Comte and 
Comtesse D’Eu have lefttheir rooms in the 
Villa Barretta to occupy a ground floor. The 
Duc de Nemours and his daughter are in a tent 
in the garden of the Villa Graziella. Two 
companies of carabineers have been sent to 
make people stand in line when the ticket 
office is opened atthe railroad. There wasa 
panic this evening in the tents on the sea 
shore. Several times the sea sank~ and then 
rose four or five feet. 

FRESH SHOCKS. 

Another dispatch from Nice says: ‘‘The 
fresh earthquake shock yesterday morning at 
1:58 has frightened out of the invalids what 
little life was in them and taken the bloom out 
of all the fashionable butterflies. They have, 
in the scare, furgotten to have recourse to 
beautifying arts, and we see them au naturel 
out in the crude light of open air, as nothing 
will entice them to go into a house. I expect 
that they will only return to their lodgings 
when tootired and exhausted to ‘couchera 
la belle etoile.’ I was returning home from 
a small social gathering when the shock 
took place. Itseemed to me as if the road 
suddenly became a huge earth worm and was 
creeping in a direction opposite to the one in 
which I was going. It was a very queer {m- 
pression and nota bit like that experienced 
when on the deck of a ship at sea. However, 
there was a curious swaying ofthe palm trees 
along the promenade which was like the move- 
ment of a boatin the swell of a steamer. I 
should say the shock lasted twenty seconds. 
Atop-heavy lamp near me Came down and 
there was a will-’o- wisp effect of burning gas 
that was running wild for a few minutes. 1 
could imagine very serious danger being 
caused by similar gas escapes in houses that 
were shaken. Before I had time to think of 
the earthquake and look about me, doors and 
ground floor windows were thrown open and

weather was sultry an@ ¢ontinues heavy. I 
did not dare to go into the houses until long 
after dawn, because each moment it seemed 
to me that another shock was imminent. I 
drove across the mountain to Monaco 
and Mentone. There was a long pro- 
cession of vehicles on thé road, It appears 
these were chartered by gumblers unable 
to keep away from the tables. All the popula- 
tion of Mentone live in the streets. Those 
who have gardens take their meals in them. 
I was told by the Police Commissary that 157 
houses had been so shakén that it was no 
longer safe to stay in them. The Hotel de 
Ville has suffered a good deal, and owing to 
what law of nature I am unabie to say, 
bakeries have been worsé treated than any 
other places. We hear that 10,000 persons 
have quitted Nice,’’ 
APPALLING, INDEED. 

Advices from Rome say the news from the 
Riviera is of an appalling Gharacter.The earth- 
quake has scattered rnin and death over a 
large district, which, in the absence of in- 
formation, it was hoped had escaped; and as 
telegraphic communication is gradually re- 
stored, there istoo much reason to fear that 
the area of disaster will widen. The populous 
province of Porto Maurizio appears to have 
borne the full brunt of the quake with terrible 
results, for ofits 106 communes not one has 
escaped entirely and most of them suffered 
severely. 

The distress throughout the Italian Riviera is 
terrible. The number of dead is estimated at 
1,500, and in addition some thousands have 
been injured more or less seriously. Those 
who remain are without means of livelihood, 
business being for the moment at a stand still. 

THOUSANDS LEAVING NICE. 

The fear of other shocks of quake is so great 
that about ten thousand people left Nice. The 
greater number of the visitors who have not 
already fled have taken refuge on the heights 
of Cimes, where there are about two thousand 
Americans, English and Rassians living under 
canvas. After the firstshock the Countand 
Countess D'Eu andthe Due de Nemours, who 
inhabit the Villas des Caroubiers and Grazelli, 
took refuge intheir gardéns, where they are 
stillcamped in openair. Onthe other hand, 
the King and Queen of Wurtemburg have not 
lefttheir housethere. The military author- 
ities have pitched a largé number of tents on 
the public streets and squares in order to pro- 
vide shelter for the women, children and others 

AT CANNES. 

At Cannes two slight shocks of earthquake 
were felt at the same time asat Nice. Itseems 
that the inhabitants of Cannes were most sur- 
prised to learn what terrible damage had been 
done by the quake at Nice, Montone, Mar- 
seillesand other places. Cannes, at which 
the Prince of Wales was staying, escaped al- 
most miraculously without any serious dam- 
age to property and without any accidents. 
At Cannes and at Antibes, when the second 
shock of quake occurred, the level of the sea 
declined one metre and then rose two metres 
before resuming its ordinary level. I cannot 
hear that any Americans were injured, though 
there are thousands throughout the south of 
France and Italy. Telegraph wires are down 
in many districts, and some places affected by 
shocks remain to be heard from. 

FUNDS FOR NICE. 

PARIS, February 25.—M. Goblet, the Prime 
Minister, has sent to the Prefect of Nice the 
first remittance of 10,000 francs for the relief 
of the sufferers by the earthquake. He will 
wait for further rep6fts from the districts 
affected before asking a credit from the Cham- 
ber of Deputies for the benefitof the sufferers. 
Gen. Boulanger, the Minister of War, has 
placed a detachment of engineers at the dis- 
posal of the Prefect of Nice. 

FOUNTAIN OF 8T. GEORGE UNVEILED. 

CANNES, February 25.--The fountain of St. 
George, erected at the foot of the Villa Nevada 
by the French residents of this town, in mem- 
ory of the Duke of Albany, was unveiled yes- 
terday. The Prince of Wales was present. 
The Duc de Chartres, on- behalf of the Comte 
de Paris, delivered an oration in which he said 
that the French colony was happy to offer the 
memorial as a pledge of sympathy to the 
British Nation. The orator’s sentiments were 
echoed by the Mayor ofthe town ina short 
address. The Prince of Wales returned 
thanks. Among those present were many 
English and French residents and visitors. 
The Prince of Wales leaves Cannes to-day.

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ANOTHER SHOCK AT NICE, 


The List of Killed and Wounded—Places 
Destroyed and Damaged. 


LONDON, February 25.—A dispatch from Nice 
says that another earthquake shock was felt in 
that city this morning. The disturbance was 
slight. Dispatches from Rome give the fol- 
lcwing official list of killed and wounded: 

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
BAJARDO, 300 killed and wounded ; 
DIANO MARINA, 250 killed and injured; 
BRESSANO, 50 Killed and 36 injured; 
DIANO CASTELLO, 30 killed;

Bajardo and Diano Marina were 
the only places destroyed. Cervo was only 
partially damaged. The churches at Bajardo, 
Castellaro and Aurigo were thrown down by 
the severity of the shocks.

EUROPEAN POLITICS. 


SIR CHARLES DILKE ON THE POSITIONS 
OF RUSSIA AND ENGLAND, 


The Latter Able to Cope with the Muscovite 
inthe Event of War—The German Elec- 
tions—A Tory Whip—Rumors of a Cabinet 
Crisis in France—Heading Off Revolution- 
ary Movements in Spain—The Ministerial 
Troubles in Italy—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

« LONDON, February 25.—The leading article in 
the Fortnightly Review for March, will be the 
third in Dilke’s series on the present position 
of European politics. He wili discuss the 
position of Russia at great length, beginning 
with the remark: ‘‘In the union of patriotism 
and religion which the Russians present, I 
know no country in Europe that can approach 
them, though they may be rivaled by the 
people of the United States.’’ Dilke goes ex- 
haustively into the relations of Russia with 
the other powers, and deprecates in the 
strongest terms the policy of saving six pences 
on the army and navy, especially the recent 
reduction of the English field artillery, and 
summarizes the article as follows: 

RUSSIA’S POWER. 

**The conclusion then to which we come is 
that such is the patriotism of the Russian peo- 
ple, certainly that in the event of war, Nihi- 
lism would disappear, and every Russian sup- 
port the policy of his Czar. Such is the de- 
fensive strength of Russia in Europe, such is 
her offensive power, from Caucasus, towards 
India, that not only is war with Russia to be 
deprecated as a terrible calamity, but it would 
strain the powers of the British empire to the 
utmost. Atthe same time, I hold, that even 
in a single-nanded struggle we should ulti- 
mately win. We should be able, although 
only by a tremendous effort, to hold our own 
in the neigborbood of Kandahar, prevent in- 
surrectionin India and check invasion. We 
could not, unassisted, save Turkey if Turkey 
was menaced inthe war, and, as against the 
other power, we could not hold Egypt or save 
the Mediterranean route. But holding India, 
Mauritius andthe Cape, wecould carry war 
into the enemy’s country onthe Pacific; and 
atallevents, during the life of those now 
living, destroy Russia’s power onthe Pacific, 
and, indeed, probably tear away the Pacific 
provinces from her Empire.’’

PORTUGAL AND ZANZIBAR. 


Stanley Denounces Portugal’s High-Handed 
Course—The Emin Bey Expedition. 


LONDON, February %5.—Henry M. Stanley 
telegraphs from Zanzibar, recounting the 
seizure of the Sultan of Zanzibar’s steamer, 
Kilwa, and the bombardment of Tungi by the 
Portuguese. In the opinion of Mr Stanley 
Portugal is acting ina high-handed manner, 
relying onthe non-interference of Germany. 
Passiyeness on the part of England, Mr. Stan- 
ley says, will be most injurious to a valuable 
trade. England and Germany together ought 
tocry ‘‘hands off’’ to Portugal before irrep- 
arable mischief ensues. 

THE EMIN BEY EXPEDITION.

THEY ‘“‘ROSINED” THEIR BOWS, 


And the Expelled Musicians Will Now Play 
a Tune of Their Own. 


The indignation meeting of the musicians 
associated with C.F. Richter held yesterday 
at Bamberger’s Hall, failed of its object in 
as much as the Board of Directors of the 
Musicians’ Union rejected proposi- 
tions submitted by _—itheir commit- 
tee and expelled the members of Richter’s 
band who refused to pay their fines. 


Mr. Phillips, who was one of the committee, 
said to-day that the men who had been ex- 
pelled and had withdrawn from the union 


would hold a meeting next Thursday 
at Bamberger’s Hall, when a new 
union would be formed. ‘*The object 
of this union,’’ said Mr. Phillips, ‘‘will 


not be to cut prices or anything of that sort. We 
will be still members of the National League 
of Musicians and our withdrawal from the 
union will not forfeit our membership in the 
National League. So far as the remarks of Mr. 
Schrader to the effect that we did not amount 
toanything are concerned I will say that we 
are just as good musicians as he is and 
amount to a good deal more than he does. 
He has nothing to say at all about the union 
or what its policy is.’’ 

Mr. Tom Joeli, Secretary of the Board of 
Directors, was seen to-day and said: ‘*There’s 
nothing remarkable at allaboutthe Richter 
casé. Richter simply violated the constitu- 
tion and he and his men were fined. Every- 
body in the union is liable to be 
fined, and members are often fined. 
sometimes they are innocent of any inten- 
tional fault, but they make mistakes,and when 
they are good, honest menthey never kick, 
but come up like little men and pay. Richter 
has about ten men who have been expelled, 
and they with the other expelled members can 
hold all the meetings they want. The union 
has nothing to do with them at all. When they 
were expelled by us they forfeited their right 
as members of the National League of 
Musicians and they have no charter to show. 
The St. Louis charter of the National League 
is held by us and is our property, and nobody 
else can get it or has any right to it.’’ 

When questioned abort the connection of 
the union with the Knights of Labor, Mr. Joell 
said that the union, which once was a member 
ot the Knights, had formally withdrawn and 
now have no connection with them at all. 
Some of the individual members probably 
were still Knights, but the union as a body had 
no official connection with them.

COMMISSIONER OF PATENTS MONTGOMERY 
ANNOUNCES HIS INTENTION TO RESIGN. 


Probable Veto of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture Bill—Senator Ingalls Elected 
President of the Senate—Passage of 
Hatch’s Experimental Agriculture Bill— 
Minister Pendleton — The Chinese In-< 
demnity Bill Approved—Proceedings of 
Congress.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 25.—Commis- 
sioner of Patents Montgomery formally noti- 
fied the President of his intended resignation 
this morning. He hopes to retire from public 
life during the spring or early autumn. Mr. 


Montgomery is said to have abandoned a law 
practice worth $20,000 a vear to accept tne 
Commissionership of Patents at a salary of 
$5,000. The judicial feature of the work he en- 
joyed, but the persistence of the politicians in 
urging places for their constituents was very 
irritating. He couid not accustom himself to 
it, and was compelled to resign in self-defense, 
as the easiest way out of the difficuity. 
Mr. Montgomery’s withdrawal from the ofice 
isa matter of general regret. Who his suc- 
cessor will be is a matter of considerable 
speeulation. It is necessary that the in- 
cumbent of the office should bea lawyer of 
first rate ability. The friends of John Earl of 
New Haven, Conn., will urge his appointment 
upon tbe President as a gentieman whose 
Democracy is unquestioned and whose famil- 
larty with patent law fits him peculiarly for 
the position of Commissioner. There will 
doubtiess be other candidates, but asit will be 
several months before Mr. Montgomery will 
retire, the President will haveample time to 
decide upon a suitable successor. 


Extra Session Talk.

ALL TALK. 


WABASH TRAFFIC-MANAGER SMITH DIS- 
GUSTED WITH DISCUSSIONS. 


He Says that No Agreement Can Be 
Reached—Each Manager Will Have to 
Interpret the Law for Himself — The 
Probable Effect of the Law — Wabash 
Purchasing Committee—Deterioration of 
East Side Lines—Heating Cars by 
Steam—A New Illinois Koad—The Whis- 


ky Classification—KRailroads. 


Traffic Manager Smith and General Passenger 
Agent Chandler of the Wabash returned to- 
day from Chicago, where they have been at- 
tending the association discussions of the in- 
terstate commerce law. They had enough of 
them. Mr. Smith said that he did not want to 
hear another word about the law. ‘‘We have 
been discussing the law for a couple of weeks 
now steadily and have reached no conclusion. 
It is all talk, talk, talk. Every man has a dif- 
ferent opinion, and no agreement has been 
reached.’’ 

‘*‘Well, what will be done with the law?’’ 

‘‘I don’t know what others will do, but I 
know what we shalido. Weshall mage outa 
tariffschedule in accordance with what we 
conceive to be the meaning of the law and 
abide by the consequences. That, I 
think, is what each road will do. 
I believe in a national commission. The 
railroads have brought this thing on them- 
selves. They have carried on suicidal rate 
wars and have discriminated against towns 
and persons until something had to 
be done. I believe that this discrim- 
ination in favor of the big and against 
the smali dealer, the building up of one town 
and the killing of another is all wrong, and as 


the railroads have proved themselves in- 


competent to take care of themselves itis right 


they should be taken care of. Ido notanticipate 


any very sérious resulvs from the pp deen of 
thelaw. Ifitshould be enforced literally it 
would ruin the business of the West. A farm 
in Kansas wouldn’t be worth a 


cent, but I do not anticipate that 
it will be enforced literally, but liberally 


in the intent and spirit. The President 
naturally will desire to avoid obstructing 


broad-minded commissioners who w in- 


terpret the law for the benefit of com- 
merce. There are a few provisions that 
may prove troublesome, but altogether I be- 


lieve it will work advantageously. The roads 


must accept the law and interpret it honestly 
and fairly, sothatit will be tested thoroughly 
and can be improved as it is found 
to be wanting, Itis natural that the first at- 
tempt at national regulation should have mis- 
takesinit. There will, of course, be some 
delay in obtaining rulings from the commis- 
sioners at once. They will be floeded 
with questions and will naturally decide slow- 

ly in order to make sound precedents, but the 
railroads can not wait for that, but must go 
ahead untilthe rulings are given.’’ 


‘*Will the law make much difference in your 


schedules?’’ 


‘‘Not a great deal, but some difference in 


certain cases. It will occasion considerable 


labor and trouble in the readjustments of the 


tariffs.’’

THE WABASH PURCHASING COMMITTEE. 
Word hans been received from the members 
of the Wabash Purchasing Committee that 
they will be on band the first of next week to 
pay down the $1,000,000 required by the court 
and give bond in $1,000,000 in order 
to complete the title to the property. 
It is stated that the bondholders 
of the east side lines are anxious now to be 
taken back into the reorganization on the 
basis of 5 per cent, but that the committee re- 
fuses to do so and will only take them back on 
a 4 per cent basis and with § all 
the expenses of the separate receivership 
made good. This desire of the bondholders 
is little wonder if reports are to be trusted 
with reference to the condition of the east 
side lines, It is stated that the 
business of the east roads has been 
greatly reduced in every way; andthe charge 
is made thatthe Gould lines are squeezing 
them badly. This is denied strenuously by 
west Wabash and Gould officials, but the fact 
remains. Itis stated that the average East- 
bound movement over the Wabash out of 
Danville, lil., last week averaged only 56 load- 
edcars aday, whereas even in dull times 
heretofore the average has seldom dropped 
below 250 cars, and runs up as high as 


600 in good times. It is also 


said that Receiver Cooley is leasing locomo- 
tives, which he cannot use owing to lack of 
business, to otherroads. Itis estimated bya 
practical railroad man that the separation of 
the system will cost the East side owners at 
least $1,000,000. 


Heating Cars by Steam. 


CHICAGO, Ill,, February 25.—A special from 
St. Paul, Minn., says: An official test of 
steam apparatus, as applied by the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, was made yesterday upon that 


company’s short-line train which runs be- 
tween St. Paul and Minneapolis. The device 
consists of the use of the exhaust steam from 
the dome of the engine, carried through pipes 
underneath the engine and cars, with a patent 
flexible coupling between each car. This pipe 
connects in the centre of each car with radiat- 
ing pipe on each side, with a branch under 
each seat. The pipes are so inclined that 
water condensed from the steam escapes from 
the bottom ofthe car. The test seemed to be 
perfectly satisfactory, the thermometer regis- 
tering 80 degrees within the car, while outside 
it stood at zero, with a pressure of six pounds 
to the square inch inside the car. The heat 
was distributed equitably, and seemed to be 
devoid of the dryness which is ordinarily ex- 
perienced in day coaches when heated by 
stoves. The fireman of the engine declared 
after the testthat he saw no perceptible dif- 
ference inthe amount of coal used. Another 
test will be made through a train soon with 
a greater number of cars. 


Cut in East-bound Rates. 


The Eastern lines out of this city are making 
desperate efforts to get business from this 
market, and rates are being cut ruth- 
lessly in order to attract freight. 


Large amounts of grain are going 
down the river and are being shipped South 
s0 thatthe Eastern roads have scarcely any- 
thingtodo. An — cut of the 8 cents has 
been freely offered, and it is stated that a 
cut of10 cents has been made to shippers. 
The assertion has been made that for a con- 
siderable shipment 12 cents off would be given 
to get the business. This would bring the rate 
down to 2cents a hundred, the lowest point 
that rates have reached for a long time.

THE HACKMEN. 


Judge Noonan Espouses Their Cause Against 
the Police Commissioners. 


Sometime ago the Police Board issued an 
order prohibiting hacks standing within a 
space of 211 feet on the west side of the main 
entrance to the Union Depot. This space the 
Board wanted to reserve for ve- 
hicles bringing people to and from 
the depot to load and unload. 


The hackmen declared that under the local 
ordinance they had a right to stand in 
front of the depot and decided to test the 
question. James White, one of them, was 
arrested and fined in the Police Court. An ap- 
peal was taken tothe Court of Criminal. Cor- 
rection, and the decision of the lower court 
reversed, Judge Noonan holding the Board 
were granted by the ordinance merely power 
to regulate the hackmen there and not power 
to deprive them of the place as a stand, as 
created by the ordinance. This morning he 
overruled the city’s motion for a new 
trial, reiterating his former remarks. 
Meantime the police have been arresting the 
hackmen, and Mr. Harvey, attorney for the 
hackmen, intends to have copies of Judge 
Noonan’s decision printed and given to 
all the members of the Board and 
every officer on the force. If any more 
arrests are then made he will prefer 
charges of oppression in office against the 
officer making them. If convicted of oppres- 
sion in office, the officer will not only have to 
satisfy the judgment of court, but will forfeit 
his wre pene and .be forever afterward dis- 
qualified from holding public office or voting 
at a public election.

The detectives em- 
ployed by the railroad are looking for the 
assailants of the three men, who would 
probably have been murdered had it not been 
that their comrades came to their assistance 
and drove the strikers off. 


The Coke Workers. 


EVERSON, Pa., February 25.—The Coke work- 
ers of the Connellsville region are holding a 
mass-meeting here to-day to consider the 
answer of the operators to their demands for 
an advance in wages of 20 per cent.

EXCITEMENT AMONG LOCAL HORSESHOERS 
OVER OWEN SHANNON’S “DEFI.” 


Forfeits of $300 Placed With the ‘‘Post- 
Dispatch” as Guarantees of Good Faith 
—Shannon’s Challenges Accepted by P. 
EK. Flannigan, L. B. Bolger and Pat 
Molloy—A Match Inevitable. 


The publication in the Post-DISPATCH yes- 
terday of achailenge from Owen Shannon, a 
local horse-shoer, in which he made some 
rather bold propositions to local horse-shoers 
generally, attracted considerable attention 
among the craftin this city, and to-day more 
than one blacksmith manifested a desire to 
come to an understanding with Mr. Shannon, 
and to arrangea match. Shannon proposed 
to make a match with any horse-shoer 
in the city, barring John Kelly, who 
is at present working inhis shop, to test the 
speed and workmanship of himself and any 
man accepting his challengeintne turning of 
one hundred horseshoes. He proposed to 
allow his opponent the services of two help- 
ers, while he handicapped himself bythe use 
of but one and an apprentice known under the 
name of ‘‘Dutch Billy.’’ He also proposed to 
back the above mentioned John Kelly ina 
similar match against any horse-shoer now in 
the city, Thomas Murphy preferred. Shannon 
did not have long to wait fora horse-shoer to 
step to the front willing to accommodate him.

THE TWILIGHT CLUB’S DINNER, 


‘ 
Free-Trade Speeches Made by Col. Pat 
Donan and Others. 


NEW YORK, February 25.—At the Twilight 
Club dinner, held last night at Martinelli’s, in 
Bowling Green, seventy-five members and 
guests heard a dozen speakers discuss ‘‘Soph- 
istries of Protection and of Free Trade.’’ Col. 
Pat Donan of Dakota said that protection kept 
away from the country all but $200,000,000 of 
$955 ,000,000 of the commerce of Central and 


South America. Gilbert R. Hawes said we 
were lucky to get so much of it. and Thomas 
G. Shearman said he suggested to Henry 
George that if he were dictator he 
would abolish all the Custom-houses in the 
United States in one night, before Mr. George 
expressed that opinion at the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Club.

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THE RAILROAD BILL. 


BOTH THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE AT 
WORK ON THE MEASURE. 


All Other Business Laid Aside—Noland’s 
Amendment Defeated—The Senate Re- 
ports Progress on the Bill and Recom- 
mends It for Engrossment—A Bill Prohib- 
iting Base Ball Games on Sunday— 
Downing’s Resolution to Adjourn Sine 
Die March 16—Proceedings of the Mis- 
souri Legislature, 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIspaten. 

JEFFERSON CITy, Mo., February 25.— Both 
the Senate and House having decided to con- 
sider from day to day the railroad bill reported 
by the Joint Internal Improvement Com- 
mittee, all other business will be placed in the 
background until after the bill has been per- 
fected and ordered to engrossment. Thus far 
all attempts to cripple the measure by tacking 
On Objectionable amendments have failed in 
both branches of the General Assembly, and 
from the ballots taken it is evident that while 
the House may be considered as nearly evenly 
divided on the bill, the Senate is un- 
doubtedly in its favor. The only tactics 


developed on either side appear to be 
those of delay on the part of the opponents to 
the bill. Atthe rate at which the House has 
been proceeding, it is highly probable that 
this policy may prove dangerous, unless some 
attempt is made by the friends of the bill to 
shut off debate, or at least to place a time lim- 
itation upon speeches. Should a vote be 
forced upon engrossment immediately in the 
House the bill would probably pull through 
by a small majority, but every day’s delay 
is just another point against it. The session is 
rapidly drawing to a close and a great 
deal of important work is yet te be accom- 
plished outside of the railroad bill. The ap- 
propriation bill was only reported yesterday 
afternoon, and at the lowest calculation a 
week will be consumed in its consideration. 
This leaves very littie time for the passage of 
other bills and may ultimately lead to hasty 
action on important measures. 

While the final action of the House onthe 
bill may be in doubt, there can no tonger be 
any question that the Senate isin favor of it, 
and will engross it in advance of the lower 
body. With commendable promptitude the 
Senate, sitting in committee of the whole, 
with Senator Jacobs in the chair, byaviva 
voce vote, agreed torise from committee and 
recommend to the Senate that the railroad 
bill pass without amendment. This result 
was reached after a short discussion, 
and the defeat of Senator Mo- 
ran’s amendment striking out the clause 
of the bill establishing uniform rates for car- 
rying freight in all directions. To-morrow 
the bill will come up inthe Senate for engross- 
mentandthe report of the committee of the 
whole will be received. An attempt will 
probably be made to take a vote immediately, 
but a number of Senators will claim the priv- 
llege of speaking on the measure, and it may 
be several days yet before the desired end is 
reached. 

THE SENATE. 

Senator Seabourn introduced a joint and 
concurrent resolution making elective the 
offices of Clerk of the Supreme Court and 
Court of Appeals, 

A resolution was introduced by Senator 
Downing providing that the Senate adjourn 
sine die March 16. 

After the Senate committee of the whole 
arose and reported progress to the Senate, 
recommending the passage of the railroad 
bill, a recess was taken until 2 0’clock this 
afternoon. 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House this morning ten petitions 
were presented from different parts of the 
State asking for the passage of House Dill 511 
known as the game law. 

Mr. Jackson of Camden introduced a bill 
prohibiting the sale or acceptance of tickets to 
games of base ball played om Sunday. 

Messrs. Headley, Bridges and Paschall, the 
three Republican members of the House Com- 
mittee on elections, made a minority report 
in favor of seating Theophilus Guy contested 
from Jefferson Uounty. 


THE RAILROAD BILL. 

Whenthe House took up the railroad bill 
this morning, Speaker Alexander ruled that 
Mr. Noland’s amendment, striking out the 
clause empowering the railroad commission- 
ers toenforce the provisions of the act, to- 


gether with Mr. Buckner’s substitute for 
the amendment of the entire bill 
was pending, and up for consideration. Dr. 


Goodykoontz and Dr. Richardson spoke to a 
point of order that only one subject could be 
pending at the same time, consequently, 
either the Noland amendment or the Buckner 
substitute was out of order. The Speaker 
ruled that the Noland amendment should be 
voted upon first and then the substitute could 
be considered. 

Noland made a speech in favor of his amend- 
ment, anda ballot on it resulted in its defeat 
by a vote of 75 noes to 48 ayes. Thatthis vote 
cannot be taken as a test vote is evident from 
the fact that Buckner, Miller and others who 
are known to be opposed to the bill also voted 
against the Noland amendment, while no less 
than four members who, it is claimed, favor 
the passage of the bill, voted with Noland on 
his amendment. 

On motion it was decided to limit speeches 
of authors of amendments to thirty minutes 
and all other speeches to fifteen minutes. 
Buckner then got the floor and spoke in favor 
of his substitute for the entire biil, the sub- 
stance of which was published in yesterday's 
POST-DISPATCH. At noon Buckner’s speech 
was interrupted to allow the House to take a 
recess until 2 o’clock.

WABASH TRAFFIC-MANAGER SMITH DIS- 
GUSTED WITH DISCUSSIONS. 
. eis 

He Says that No Agreement Can Be 
Reached—Each Manager Will Have to 
Interpret the Law for Himself — The 
Probable Effect of the Law — Wabash 
Purchasing Committeé—Deterioration of 
East Side Lines—Heating Cars by 
Steam—A New Illinois Road—The Whis- 
ky Classification—Railroads. 


Traffic Manager Smith and General Passenger 


Agent Chandler of the Wabash returned to- 
day from Chicago, where they have been at- 
tending the association discussions of the in- 
terstate commerce law. They had enough of 
them. Mr. Smith said that he did not want to 
hear another word about the law. ‘‘We have 
been discussing the law for a couple of weeks 
now steadily and have reached no conclusion. 
It is all talk, talk, talk. Every man has a dif- 
ferent opinion, and no agreement has been 
reached.’’ 


‘*Well, what wil} be done with the law?’’ 
‘‘I don’t know what others will do, but I 


know what we shalldo. Weshall mage outa 
tariff schedule in accordance with what we 
conceive to be the meaning of the law and 
abide by the consequences. That, I 
think, is what each road will do. 
[ believe in a national commission. The 
railroads have brought this thing on them- 
selves. They have carried on suicidal rate 
wars and have discriminated against towns 
and persons until something had to 
be done. I believe that this discrim- 
ination in favor of the big and against 
the small dealer, the building up of one town 
and the killing of another is all wrong, and as 
the railroads have proved themselves in- 
competent to take care of themselves it is right 
they should betaken care of. Idonotanticipate 


any very serious resulis from the ng eer Oy of 
the law. Ifitshnould be enforced li 

would ruin the business of the West. A farm 
in Kansas wouldn’t be worth a 
cent, but I do not anticipate that 
it will be enforced literally, but liberally 
in the intent and spirit. The President 
naturally will desire to avoid obstructing 
commerce, and I look to him to — 
broad-minded commissioners who wil 
terpret the law for the benefit of com- 
merce. There are a few provisions that 
may prove troublesome, but altogether I be- 
lieve it will work advantageously. The roads 
must accept the law and interpret it honestly 
and fairly, sothat it will be tested thoroughly 
and can be improved as it is found 
to be wanting, Itis natural that the first at- 
tempt at national regulation should have mis- 
takesinit. There will, of course, be some 
delay in obtaining rulings from the commis- 
sioners at once. They will be floeded 
with questions and will naturally decide slow- 
ly in order to make sound precedents, but the 
railroads can not wait for that, but must go 
ahead untilthe rulings are given.’’

THE WABASH PURCHASING COMMITTEE. 
Word brs been received from the members 


of the Wabash Purchasing Committee that 
they will be on hand the first of next wéek to 
pay down the $1,000,000 required by the court 
and give bond in = $1,000,000 in order 
to complete the title to the property. 
It is stated that the bondholders 
of the east side lines are anxious now to be 
taken back into the reorganization on the 
basis of 5 per cent, but that the committee re- 
fuses to do so and will only take them back on 
a 4 per cent basis and with all 
the expenses of the separate receivership 
made good. This desire of the bondholders 
is little wonder if reports are to be trusted

them badly. This is denied strenuously by 
west Wabash and Gould officials, but the fact 
remains. Itis stated that the average East- 
bound movement over the Wabash out of 
Danville, lil., last week averaged only 56 load- 
edcars aday, whereas even in dull times 
heretofore the average has seldom dropped 
below 250 cars, and runs up as high as 
600 in good times. It is also 
said that Receiver Cooley is leasing locomo- 
tives, which he cannot use owing to lack of 
business, to otherroads. Itis estimated bya 
practical railroad man thatthe separation of 
the system will cost the East side owners at 
least $1,000,000. 


Heating Cars by Steam. 
CHICAGO, Ill,, February 25.—A special from 


St. Paul, Minn., says: An official test of 
steam apparatus, as applied by the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul, was made yesterday upon that 


company’s short-line train which runs be- 
tween St. Paul and Minneapolis. The device 
consists of the use of the exhaust steam from 
the dome of the engine, carried through pipes 
underneath the engine and cars, with a patent 
flexible coupling between each car. This pipe 
connects in the centre of each car with radiat- 
ing pipe on each side, with a branch under 
each seat. The pipes are so inclined that 
water condensed from the steam escapes from 
the bottom ofthe car. The test seemed to be 


erfectly satisfactory, the thermemeter regis- 
ering 80 degrees within the car, while outside 


it stood at zero, with a pressure of six pounds 
to the square inch inside the car. The heat 
was distributed equitably, and seemed to be 
devoid of the dryness which is ordinarily ex- 
perienced in day coaches when heated by 
stoves. The fireman of the engine declared 
after the testthat he saw no perceptible dif- 
ference in the amount of coal used. Another 
test will be made through a train soon with 
a greater number of cars.

THE HACKMEN, 


Judge Noonan Espouses Their Cause Against 
the Police Commissioners. 


Sometime ago the Police Board issued an 
order prohibiting hacks standing within a 
space of 211 feet on the west side of the main 
entrance to the Union Depot. This space the 
Board wanted to reserve for ve- 
hicles bringing people to and from 
the depot to load and unload. 


The hackmen declared that under the local 
ordinance they had a right to stand in 
front of the depot and decided to test the 
question. James White, one of them, was 
arrested and fined in the Police Court. An ap- 
peal was taken tothe Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection, and the decision of the lower court 
reversed, Judge Noonan holding the Board 
were granted by the ordinance merely power 
to regulate the hackmen there and not power 
to deprive them of the place as a stand, as 
created by the ordinance. This morning he 
overruled the city’s motion fora new 
trial, reiterating his former remarks. 
Meantime the police have been arresting the 
hackmen, and Mr. Harvey, attorney for the 
hackmen, intends to have copies of Judge 
Noonan’s decision printed and given to 
all the members of the toard§= and 
every officer on the force. If any more 
arrests are then made he will prefer 
charges of oppression in office against the 
officer making them. If convicted of oppres- 
sion in office, the officer will not only have to 
satisfy the judgment of court, but will forfeit 
his pea: and be forever afterward dis- 
qualified from holding public office or voting 
at a public election.

EXCITEMENT AMONG LOCAL HORSESHOERS 
OVER OWEN SHANNON’S “DEFI.” 


Forfeits of $300 Placed With the ‘‘Post- 
Dispatch” as Guarantees of Good Faith 
—Shannon’s Challenges Accepted by P. 
EK. Flannigan, L. B. Bolger and Pat 
Molloy—A Match Inevitable. 


The publication in the Post-DISPATCH yes- 
terday of a challenge from Owen Shannon, a 
local horse-shoer, in which he made some 
rather bold propositions to local horse-shoers 
generally, attracted considerable attention 
among the craftin this city, and to-day more 
than one blacksmith manifested a desire to 
come to an understanding with Mr. Shannon, 
and to arrange a match.

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THE RAILROAD BILL. 


BOTH THE SENATE AND THE HOUSE AT 
WORK ON THE MEASURE. 


All Other Business Laid Aside—Noland’s| 
Amendment Defeated—The Senate Re- 
ports Progress on the Bill and Recom- 
mends It for Engrossment—A Bill Prohib- 
iting Base Ball Games on Sunday— 
Downing’s Resolution to Adjourn Sine 
Die March 16—Proceedings of the Mis- 
souri Legislature. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATcn. 

JEFFERSON CITy, Mo., February 25.— Both 
the Senate and House having decided to con- 
sider from day to day the railroad bill reported 
by the Joint Internal Improvement Com- 
mittee, all other business will be placed in the 
background until after the bill has been per- 
fected and ordered to engrossment. Thus far 
all attempts to cripple the measure by tacking 
On Objectionable amendments have failed in 
both branches of the General Assembly, and 
from the ballots taken it is evident that while 
the House may be considered as nearly evenly 
divided on the bill, the Senate is un- 
doubtedly in its favor. The only tactics 


developed on either side appear to be 
those of delay on the part of the ora to 
the bill. Atthe rate at which the House has 
been proceeding, it is highly probable that 
this policy may prove dangerous, unless some 
attempt is made by the friends of the bill to 
shut off debate, or at least to place a time lim- 
itation upon speeches. Should a vote be 
forced upon engrossment immediately in the 
House the bill would probably pull through 
by a small majority, but every day’s delay 
is just another point against it. The session is 
rapidly drawing to a close and a great 
deal of important work is yet te be accom- 
plished outside of the railroad bill. The ap- 
propriation bill was only reported yesterday 
afternoon, and at the lowest calculation a 
week will be consumed in its consideration. 
This leaves very little time for the passage of 
other bills and may ultimately lead to hasty 
action on important measures. 

While the final action of the House onthe 
bill may be in doubt, there can no longer be 
any question that the Senate isin favor of it, 
and willengross it in advance of the lower 
body. With commendable promptitude the 
Senate, sitting in committee of the whole, 
with Senator Jacobs in the chair, byaviva 
voce vote, agreed to rise from committee and 
recommend to the Senate that the railroad 
bill pass without amendment. This result 
short discussion, 
and the defeat of Senator Mo- 
ran’s amendment striking out the clause 
of the bill establishing uniform rates for car- 
rying freight in all directions. To-morrow 
the bill will come up inthe Senate for engross- 
mentandthe report of the committee of the 
whole will be received. An attempt will 
probably be made to take a vote immediately, 
but a number of Senators will claim the priv- 
llege of speaking on the measure, and it may 
be several days yet before the desired end is 
reached. 

THE SENATE. 

Senator Seabourn introduced a joint and 
concurrent resolution making elective the 
offices of Clerk of the Supreme Court and 
Court of Appeals, 

A resolution was introduced by Senator 
Downing providing that the Senate adjourn 
sine die March 16. 

After the Senate committee of the whole 
arose and reported progress to the Senate, 
recommending the passage of the railroad 
bill, a recess was taken until 20’clock this 
afternoon. 

THE HOUSE. 

In the House this morning ten petitions 
were presented from different parts of the 
State asking for the passage of House Dill 511 
known as the game law. 

Mr. Jackson of Camden introduced a bill 
prohibiting the sale or acceptance of tickets to 
games of base ball played om Sunday. 

Messrs. Headley, Bridges and Paschall, the 
three Republican members of the House Com- 
mittee on elections, made a minority report 
in favor of seating Theophilus Guy contested 
from Jefferson Uounty. 


THE RAILROAD BILL. 

Whenthe House took up the railroad bill 
this morning, Speaker Alexander ruled that 
Mr. Noland’s amendment, striking out the 
clause empowering the railroad commission- 
ers to enforce the provisions of the act, to- 
gether with Mr. Buckner’s substitute for 
the amendment of the entire bill 
was pending, and up for consideration. Dr. 
Goodykoontz and Dr. Richardson spoke to a 
point of order that only one subject could be 
pending at the same time, consequently, 
either the Noland amendment or the Buckner 
substitute was out of order. The Speaker 
ruled that the Noland amendment should be 
voted upon first and then the substitute could 
be considered. 

Noland made a speech in favor of his amend- 
ment, and a ballot on it resulted in its defeat 
by a vote of 75 noes to 48 ayes. Thatthis vote 
cannot be taken as a test vote is evident from 
the fact that Buckner, Miller and others who 
are known to be opposed to thw bill also voted 
against the Noland amendment, while no less 
than four members who, it is claimed, favor 
the passage of the bill, voted with Noland on 
his amendment. 

On motion it was decided to limit speeches 
of authors of amendments to thirty minutes 
and all other speeches to fifteen minutes. 
Buckner then got the floor and spoke in favor 
of his substitute for the entire biil, the sub- 
stance of which was published in yesterday's 
POST-DISPATCH. At noon Buckner’s speech 
was interrupted to allow the House to take a 
recess until 2 o’clock.

INTERPRETING THE NEW LAW. 

In deciding a recent long and short haul 
case which came before them, the lowa 
Railroad Commissioners contluded to do 
so in accordance with the provisions of 
the new interstate commerce law. The 
case was one against the C., B. & Q. for 
charging $1.80 per ton on coal from Cleve- 
land, Io., to Glenwood in the same 
State, while charging only $1.20 to Coun- 
cil Bluffs, a point twenty miles further 
on the same line. 

The interstate law, of course, is not 
operative upon transportation which does 
not cross State lines, but anticipating that 
State legislation would, for obvious rea- 
sons, soon apply the long and short haul 
provisions of that law to local transporta- 
tion also, the Commissioners applied it to 
this case and gave it a construction quite 
different from that which Mr. Fink has 
advised the railroads to adopt. 

The C., B. & Q. rested its case on the 
ground that the charge to Glenwood was 
reasonable in itself, and that the lower 
charge to Council Bluffs was forced upon 
the carrier by the competition of markets, 
which was beyond its control,and that the 
railroad was rendering a public service in 
meeting this competition with a lower 
rate, without which the coal hauled by it 
to Council Bluffs would have remained 
unmarketed. 

But the Iowa Commissioners. held that 
the discrimination in this éase was just 
such as the new law was intended to pre- 
vent until it should be sanctioned by the 
authority of the National Railroad Com- 
mission. They held that the charge to 
Council Bluffs, being voluntary, must be 
regarded as affording some profit, and as 
raising a presumption against the reason- 
ableness of the much greater charge for 
the shorter distance under precisely 
‘*similar circumstances”—in other words 
that the dissimilarity mentioncd was not 
one affecting the reasonableness of the 
different rates in such a way as to justify 
the discrimination complained of.

The newest boom with boodle behind it 
isthe Coleman boom.

NEWS comes that an unusually violent 
eruption of Mauna Loa in the Sandwich 
Islands began a month ago and was ac- 
companied by earthquake shocks.

The price of his coal fire 
is regulated by the anthracite pool. If he 
burns gas he psys one monopoly, and if oil 
another. When he rides down town in the 
morning he contributes to the railway com- 
panies what they have arranged that he shall. 
Wherever he turns almost he is met by a de- 
mand from some corporation or combination 
possessing a virtual monopoly. 

These corporations render important ser- 
vices. They are indispensible in an advanced 
state of civilization, unless, indeed, the State 
undertakes their functions. They are worthy 
of full and fair remuneration. But in almost 
every case they have acted in bad faith to the 
people from whom they obtained the right to 
use public and to appropriate private property 
in their business.

THE PROBLEM OF THE CENTURIES. 


Further Contributions from Learned Minds 
Who Have Mastered It. 


We print to-day anotber batch of communi- 
cations treating of the great century question. 
We must request contributors to this depart- 
ment to make their arguments brief. Several 
have been rejected because space did not per- 
mit their use. 


The Twentieth Century Problem. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The fallacy of the arguments of those who 
claim that the twentieth century will begin 
with the year 1,900 ties up the fact that they 
treat the first year of the Christian Eraas 


though it were the year 0, and the second the 
year l. 

The first century, they say, ended with the 
end of the year 99, whichis only another way 
of saying the end of the ninety-ninth year or 
the end of ninety-nine years. Ninety-nine 
years after what? Certainly not after the in- 
stant of Christ’s birth, for ninety-nine years 
do not constitute a century. Evidently ninety- 
nine years after the end of the first year. 

For example, one correspondent says that 
‘‘the first year of time in the Christian era be- 
gan at0 and ended with the last moment that 
preceded the yearl,’’ and that ‘‘the second 
year bevan with the first moment alterl1 had 
been touched (a very indefinite phrase) and 
endea with the last moment that preceded the 
yoar 2.°’ ' 

This clearly means that the second year o 
the era was the year 1; the third year, the 
year 2, and, by the same process of reasoning, 
the first year, the year 0. 

To formulate the principle—whatever the 
basis of subdivision, we donot begin to enum- 
erate until the first point of division has been 
passed. 

If we travel the first mile is 0, and when we 
have completed the 99th mile we have travelled 
100 miles and immediately after enter on the 
second 100. 

The month of January is the month 0 and 
December the month ll, that is the llth 
month, and if we apply the same reckoning to 
centuries the first was 0 and this is the 18th, 

If we can designate something as nothing we 
are as free to apply it to infinity as to the most 
infinitesimal period of time. 

To still further illustrate the speciousness of 
the reasoning let us treat each century inde- 
pendently: 

The first according tothe argument ended 
with the year 99. Thesecond, if we sup- 
pose a new era to begin at its inception, 
ended also with the year 9¥, and following the 
argument through nineteen centuries, each 
ending with the year 99, the nineteenth cen- 
tury ended in the year 1881 (99x19) of the grand 
era—an absurdity. 

It 100 years constitute a century, it can- 
not end with the vear 99. e are as free to 
obliterate the entire century as the first vear 
or the first instant. R. M. x.

Senator Hoar Pushing the Resolution—The 
Defeated Pension Bill—Celestial Social 
lions—Secretary Manning — Stanford’s 
Able Lieutenant—The Vilas Presidential 
Boom—Capital Chat.

WASHINGTON, D. OC., February %.—The 
attempt to defeat the Pacific Railroad investi- 
gation in the Senate has failed. A number of 
the Republican Senators favor the investiga- 
tion and will not consent to be dragooned by 
Mr.Edmunds into arraying themselves against 
it. Senator Hoar has been willing to concede 
that there should be an investigation, but he

HOAR’S DEMAND. 

Senator Hoar came into the Senate yesterday 
afternoon, and as the result of a in the 
Republican caucus, askedjand obtained unani- 
mous consent from the Senate that the Pacific 
Railroad resolution should come up to-day at 
20’clock. He also gave notice that in the 
event of an attempt to debate it, he would ask 
for a continuous session until a vote was 
obtained. It is not believed that there will be 
any prolonged debate on the resolution, 
but that it will be assed easily. 
Senator Stanford was in the Senate 
chamber during the afternoon, but he went 
away very pony L as he has every day when- 
ever there has been any possibility of the Pa- 
cific Railroad bilicoming up. {he unanimous 
consent given inthe Senate yeaterday shows 
that even those who are most_frjendly to Mr. 
Stanford are not deaf to the ice of public 
sentiment and they all realize that they cannot 
afford to be placed as obstacles in the way of 
an investigation. Ifthe resolution is passed 
in the Senate to-day it can be taken up in the 
House to-morrow. ' 

THE HOUSE AGREEABLE. 

Saturday is the first day inthe House when 
motions to suspend the rules will be in order. 
Mr. Springer said that there would not be the 
slightest trouble in passing any measure of 
investigation in the House that the Senate 
might approve. Mr. Crisp, who has special 
charge of the funding bill, told Senator Mc-

THE DEFEATED PENSION BILL. 


Galleries of the House Crowded With Peo- 
ple to Hear the Great Debate.

WASHINGTON, D. C., February 25.—At no 
time during the present session has there been 
so great a number of people at the House end 
of the Capitol as thronged the galleries yester- 
day to hearthe debates and witness the vote 
upon the dependent pension bill. By 2 o’clock 
every seat was taken, with crowds standing 
in the passage ways. At 2:30 the Executive 
and Diplomatic galleries were thrown open to 
the public, and a general rush for seats fol- 
lowed. Almost every member was in his 
seat, while the cloak rooms were packed with 
Senators and ex-members who had come 
in to hear the debates. Immedi- 


—. after the journal of yesterday 
had been read, Mr. Matson, Chairman of the 
Committee on Invalid Pensions, rose and 
called up the famous vetoed bill. Mr. Morrill 
of Kansas, a Republican member of the Pen- 
sion Committee, was given a majority ofthe 
time for the Republican side. e, in turn, 
divided it out among his Republican col- 
leagues, allof whom spoke favoring the pas- 
sage of the bill over the President’s veto. 
The first to take the floor on the Republican 
side was Bayne of Pennsylvania. Bayne is 
nothing if not consistent. He comes froma 
soldier district, was a dashing Colonel in the 
war, and when a candidate appealed tothe 
soldier element for election. The next 
to follow was Burrows of Michl- 
an. At 1;50 o’clock Gen. Bragg of 
Visconsin, who everyone knew was 
to make the speech of the day in opposition to 
the passage, took the floor and held it an hour. 
Gen. Bragg was handsomely complimented by 
the strict attention that was given him from 
both sides of the House. Aside from the few 
interruptions from the fiery Boutelle of Maine 
and the professional soldier,Steele of Indiana, 
Gen. Bragg was allowed to discuss the meas- 
ure inthe most favorable manner. At the 
close of Gen. Bragg’s speech, Mr. Springer, 
Mr. Morrison, Mr. Snowden, Mr. Curtin, Gen. 
Warner of Ohio and others followed in sup- 
port of the veto. The most telling speech of 
the Republican side was made by Mr. Hep- 
burne of lowa, who compared Gens. Bragg 
and Warner with Benedict Arnold.

The cell 
was whitewashed, and the chips that 
would fall off, I saved and dissolved 
in my water cup, and with this 
‘painted the places about the nail holes so 
nothing would be suspected. You see, they 
searched my cell once or twice a week and I 
hadto be mighty careful. As soon as the 
other prisoners would go down stairs every 
day I would remove the boards, heat the 
pokerand burn one or two holes. It was 
slow work, butI bad good iuck, and finally 


the ‘block was only held by a few un- 
burned points. The smoke? No; they had 
good ventilation in the jail and _ it 


was allcarried up and out. Sunday nightI 
removed the block and creptup after getting 
rid of the shackles. Once overhead I had to 
cut through the weatherboarding. I came 
near sticking there, as I got the hole too 
emall. Oh, by the way, twice whenl was 
burning out the holeinthe ceiling the wood 
gotonfire. Iputitout by taking a mouthtul 
of water from my cup and climbing up and 
blowing it over the flames ina spray. It was 
a close shave both times.’’

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


One of the Commissionerships Offered to 
Andrew D. White Who Will Decline it. 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIspatcn. 

NEW YorK, February 25.—President Cleve- 
land has teidered to Andrew D. White, ex- 
President of Cornell University, one of the 
commissionerships of the interstate commerce 
bill. He will possibly decline it to-day. Mr. 
White is now in the city, having come here to 
consult with friends as to the advisibility of 
accepting ths place. The letter from the Pres- 
ident offezing him the office is quite long. 


Mr. Cleveland says, among other things, 
that he is much troubied over the com- 
— of the commission. He feels 
t necessary that New York should be 
represented on it, since this State is the center 
of the railroad system and the transportation 
business of the entire country. His wish is 
expressed to secure as the New York member 
of the commission a man of high standing, 
personal integrity and ability, and he thinks 
that Mr. White would fill the requirements. 
The proffer of this position to Mr. White is 
undoubtedly a compliment, since he was one 
of the strong supporters of Blaine for Presi- 
dent, He was at first inclined to accept it. 
He has been engaged in literary work for such 
a period of time that he believed the change 
and relief would be agreeable to him. 
‘Mrs. White’s influence has also been cast in 
favor of her husband’s accepting the place, 
and ina measure potent, since she induced 
him not to send a dispatch declining it, which 
_the had prepared yesterday morning, and to 
wait until he could confer with other friends 
last night.

The Slim Pitcher Going to Hot Springs

SPALDING TALKS. 


Kansas City and the Maroons—The League 
Champion’s Plans. 


‘‘T don’t see that there is anything particu- 
larly new regarding the disposal of the St. 
Louis franchise,’’ says A. WG. Spalding. 
‘*Pittsburg dispatches covered the ground. 
There wasn’t any ‘inside’ business. Indian- 
apolis showed her financial strength, and 
it wasn’t hardly upto the mark; I mean by 
that that she didn’t seem to be strong enough 
to buy out the St. Louis cluband afford good 
evidence of ability to carry the season 
through. Onthe contrary, Kansas City had 


plenty of money and showed its ability beyond 
question to do allit offered. Its offer, by the 
way, was guite liberal and included the fare 
of visiting clubs to and from the Mississippi 
River. Naturally enough, under the circum- 
stances, the committee was inclined towards 
Kansas City. While we werein session, how- 
ever, telegrams from the officials of the 
League clubs came pouring in andeachand all 
wanted tke franchise to go to Indianapolis. 
Inasmuch as but three of the League clubs 
were represented at the meeting these tele- 
grams naturally had much weight with us. 
We had a second conference, and the Indian: 
apolis people asked for a short delay and inti- 
mated that more money could be raised. The 
best way out of the situation, therefore, 
seemed to be that we should postpone action 
until the League meeting in New York, a week 
from Monday, when all the clubs will be rep- 
resented and all the facts understood all 
around. The delay can hurt nobody’s inter- 
est, and general action is less apt to engender 
any hard feéling. The strong argument in 
favor of Indianapolis with the League men 
seems to be its geographical location; but at 
the same time I don’t believe they know any- 
thing about the relative financial strength of 
the two cities.’’ 

‘*How much mofley is required to take away 
the St. Louis franchise?’’ 

‘*Well, the St. Louis people claim to have 
reccived a bonahde offer of $20,000 from 
Kansas City. That may be too much; some 
people may say it’sa pretty high figure; but 
there is a disposition to let St. Louis get 
a good price for her franchise and the com- 
mittee certainly did not feel like putting 
the figure down to half thatsum or making 
any reduction. In addition to the purchase 
prses there ought to be at least $10,000 on 
1and to carry through the season, and In- 
dianapolis didn’t show up to that extent. 
Of course the whole team, Glasscock in- 
cluded, goes with the franchise.’’ 

‘*How about ‘the only’ Kelly?’’ 

‘*Well, Boston has got him, and I under- 
stand they are not yet through talking about 
it. We got $10,000 for him, any doubts to the 
contrary notwithstanding, and I don’t know 
but what peace will reign again and the game

Gossip About the Coming Big Event in 
Yachting Circles.

NEW YORK, February 25.—Mr. Bush’s keel 
schooner, Coronet, came over from Brooklyn 
early yesterday morning and was lifted out of 
the water on the screw dock. Workmen began 
operations upon her at once, and before night- 
fall good-sized holes had been chiseled in her 
keel and the layer of copper nearest her water 
line had been stripped off. Seven tons of lead 
will be poured into the holes, and to compen- 
sate for this additional weight fourteen tons of 


ballast will be taken out of her bold. When 
she starts on the race on March 5 
she will carry 1445 tons of obDallast. 


The ice inthe dock at Brooklyn has caused 
some damage to her copper sheathing and a 


new course of this will be laid on the lines 
made bare yesterday. Two inches were 
shaved off the upperedge of herrudder. This 


alteration was made at the suggestion of Capt. 
Crosby. ‘‘Oneof the most serious accidents 
that could happen to us,’’ said the sailing 
master, ‘‘is damage toths steering gear. If 
our rudder were knocked off we would have 
to shape our course with the main boomor 
take the Dauntiess in tow to steer us.’’ 

The Dauntless rested in the water less than 
ten feet from the Coronet and jocularly in- 
clined persons said this was probably the 
nearest they would ever be together for a 
month. The point is perhaps better appreciat- 
ed when itis realized thatthe yachts are not 
likely to speak each other after leaving here 
until they enter Queenstown harbor, The 
Dauntless sailors were occupied most of the 
day in stowing duplicate sets of sails. There 
were so many of them and most of them were 
so bulky that the crowd who were watch- 


ing their movements wondered where 
there was room in the boat to 
put them. Many members of the different 


yacht clubs wentaboard the Dauntless during 
the day, and Capt. Colt, her owner, took con- 
siderable pride in showing»them over the boat. 
He has spent nearly $10,000 in fitting her up 
forthe race, and sheis, toall purposes and 
intents, a new boat. To-morrow, if the 
weather is agreeable, she will make a trial trip 
outside Sandy Hook. It is expected that 
the Coronet will be floated again next Tues- 
day, and by that time her sails will be bent and 
she will be ready to make the trial trip.
